. SINKING OF THE BISMARCK 


An official British Admiralty com- ! 


muniqué says :— 

“It is now possible to give some 
details of the final phase of the destruc. 
tion of” the raon battleship 
Bismarck. 

“The torpedo attacks by naval air- 
craft and the destroyer attack during 
the night of 26th-27th, in which H.M 8. 
sikh (Commander G. H. Stokes, R.N.) 
took part, in addition to. the ships 
already announced, resulted in the 
speed of the Bismarck being greatly 
reduced and her steering year bein; 
put out of action. Both her main an

‘The Commander-in-Chief, Home 
Fleet, intended to close the Bismarck 
at dawn and sink her by gunfire from 
H.M.S- King George V and H.M.S. 

This intention, however, was 
abandoned owing to the uncertain and 
variable visibility, which made it neces- 
sary to await full daylight before 
clesing the enemy.

“As already announced, the 
Bismarck sunk at 11.01 a.m. on May 
27 More than one hundred officers 
and men from the Bismarck were 
picked up by our forces and are 
prisoners of war. 


ATTACKS BY AIRCRAFT 


“ On the day after the sinking of the 
Bismarck some of our naval forces 
which had taken part in the operations 
leading up to the destruction of the 
German battleship- were heavily 
attacked by German aircraft. “During 
these attacks 8. Mashona, a 
destroyer of the Tribal Class (Com- 
mander W. H. Selby, R.N.), was hit. 
The Board of Admiralty regrets to 
announce that she subsequently sank, 
and that one officer and 45 ratings are 
missing. The next-of-kin of casualties 
are being informed as soon as possible.”

Mashona was completed in March, 
1939. She was a vessel of 1,870 tons, 
with a speed of over 36 knots, and had 
a normal peace-time complement of 190. 
She carried eight 4.7 inch guns and

THREE SURVIVORS 
FROM H.M.S. HOOD 


It is believed in London that there 
are only three survivors of H.M 8. 
Hood. She blew up so suddenly in 
action that those not killed outright 
had little chance of escape. The Press 
Association learns that a message from 
Reykjavik, Iceland, reports that three 
survivors—Midshipman Dundas, Signal- 
man priggs and á R. Tilbury— 
have been landed there. 


2,000 MEN IN 
BISMARCK. 


The Bismarck had a crew of 2,000, 
according to the Berlin Correspondent 
of the Stockholms Tidningen. The 
Berlin correspondent of the Dagens 
Nyheter declares that Berlin military 
circles have assured the public that 
German aircraft are now engaged in 
seeking British battleships to sink 
them. 

It was stated im Berlin that the 
battleship Bismaick shot down five 
British ’planes before she herself was 
destroyed. The battleship also sank 
one British destroyer and set fire to 
another. It was also announced in 
Berlin that 52,000 tons of British ship- 
ping had been sunk in overseas waters. 


CRUISER LOST AT

The British cruiser H.M.S. York, a 
vessel of 8,250 tons, which was under 
repair in Suda Bay, is regarded as a 
total loss, following heavy bombing 
attacks by the German Air Force, 
stated a British Admiralty com- 
muniqué yesterday.

POSITION IN IRAO 


Mr. Eden said that the position in 
Iraq was encouraging. The Regent, 
since his return to Iraq a few days 
ago, had received innumerable 
messages of loyalty and support from 
all over the country. Many of Rashid 
Ali’s followers had already fled. He, 
Mr. Eden, hoped that ‘very soon they 
would have rid Iraq of “this self- 
constituted dictator.’’ His Majesty's 
Government had no designs of any 
kind against the independence of 
Iraq, and had great sympathy with 
Syrian aspirations for indeperdence. 

“The Arab world has made great 
‘strides since the settlement reached at 
the end of the last war, and many 
Arab thinkers desire for the Arab 
peoples a greater degree of unity than 
they now enoy. In reaching out 
towards this unity, they hope for our 
support. No such appeal from our 
friends should go unanswered.”’ 


CONQUEST 


Hitler’s conquest of the greater part 
of Europe was “a remarkable and 
ruthless military achievement. There 
has never been anything so brutally 
thorough in all history. Hitlerism im- 
poses servitude not only on the body, 
but on the mind, and even on the 
spirit. It is serfdom made absolute. 
It is tyranny imposed by a military 
machine of immense power. It 1s 
tyranny directed by an utterly ruth- 
less despotism. 

‘Yet, this vast and sinister fabric 
will not endure. When the dam bursts 
it. will sweep Hitler and his gang 
away—the Gestapo, the Quislings an 
the satellites, and much else besides. 
Every German in his heart must know 
and fear this. He has good reason to 
do so. The reckoning, indeed, will be 
wide and fierce. 

“The process of national destruction 
of conquered peoples is in operation 
wherever the German Army _ has 
marched. Mein Kampf shows clearly 
that it is not merely for the Germans 
a phase of military operations to be 
abandoned with the cessation of 
hostilities. It is much more than this. 
It is fixed and deliberate policy of 
subjugation. The first step in the 
“New Order’ for Europe is the crea- 
tion of slaves. The future of Europe 
would: depend upon how moral and 
material reconstruction was brought 
about through the world.’’

BRITISH ADVANCE 
IN IRAQ 


BRITISH oo as are closing in 
on Baghdad. A further 
advance from the west is indi- 
cated by the announcement in 
last night's R.A.F. communiqué 
that the British have captured 
Khannuata, half-way between 
Fallujah and Baghdad. 

Another British column is advancing 
up the Euphrates on another side of the 
city, while 2,000 Iraqi troops are being 
pounded at Ramadi, 12 miles north- 
west of Habbaniyah.

FORWARD 


The Times to-day says :—-Following 
on Mr. Roosevelt's address of Tuesday 
night, Mr. Eden yesterday passed in 
review some fundamental aspects of 
British polity. He gave a whole- 
hearted welcome to the President’s 
emphasis on the freedom of the seas 
as the condition of the continued 
existence of free nations everywhere. 
Hitler's. attempt to dominate the world 
by destroying that sea-borne trade 
which is the life-blood of the 
democracies, presents a contrast which 
goes deeper than any purely strategic 
issue, This oceanic conception of 
world organisation, which depends on 
keeping the seven seas open to the 


the present struggle against Hitler’s 
continental conception of an Empire 
of conquered territories, dominated 
by a single Herrenvolk, and grouped 
around a central core, enjoying a world 
monopoly of military and industrial 
power. The defence of the freedom of 
the seas ranges togjether, not only the 
whole English-speaking world, but 
those sea-going nations of the 
Western European seaboard now allied 
with us, to whom Mr. Eden paid 
special tribute yesterday. 

Speaking with the full weight of 
Cabinet authority, adds The Times, 
Mr. Eden associated the British 
Government—as Lord Halifax had 
already done in Washington—with 
President Roosevelt’s message to 
Congress of January last, in which he 
looked forward to a world founded on 
four essential human freedoms—free- 
dom of speech and expression, freedom 
of worship, freedom from want, and 
freedom from fear. It need hardly be 
said that these principles had already 
received a warm and spontaneous en- 
dorsement in this country. 

In the time at his dis yester- 
day, Mr Eden concentrated his atten- 
tion on the third of these freedoms— 
freedom from want—and on its practi- 
cal application in the days immediately 
after the war. in so doing he touched 
vital issues; for, while it will not be 
oy omer that freedom from want is, 

itself, an adequate expression of 

e aspirations of those who are bear- 
ing the burden and the horrors of this 
war, the history of the past 20 years 
makes it clear that where freedom 
from want is not secure, the founda- 
tions of civilisation itself crumble. It 
is on the rock of this elementary free- 
dom that the other freedoms will 
istand firmly grounded. Nor is it a 
bad thing that we should dwell, not 
on visions of a distant future, but on 
roblems which

| MAX SCHMELING: 
TWO REPORTS 


An eye-witness. account of the death 
of a German soldier, who was identified 
as Max Schmeling, was brought to 
Egypt by a member of a New Zealand 
ha unit, says Edward Kennedy, 
Associated Press War Correspondent. 

It was officially announced in 
Berlin yesterday, however, that Max 
Schmeling is alive and is at present in 
an Air Force hospital suffering from 
a mild attack of tropical disease. It 
was stated that Schmeling actively 

icipated in the German attack on 
Crete until recently, when he was 
““overcome by disease.” 

“ Early in the battle of Crete a 
husky German soldier was captured, 
slightly wounded,”’ said the eye-witness 
quo in first paragraph. ‘* Speak- 
ing English with a strong American 
accent, he said that he was Schmeling, 
and his pa bore that name. After 
talking with him at length our officers 
were convinced that he was Schmeling. 

‘Later in the day he was being 
taken to a field hospital by the 
Ambulance Corps, when more German 
parachutists descended on top of us, 
and a dog fight opened. Schmeling 
grabbed a rifle from one of the soldiers 
who had been wounded. Before he did 
any damage, however, he was shot 
dead. 

It was not known whether Schmeling 
arrived in Crete by parachute or ‘plane.

An Unfortunate Vote ; 
At yesterday's meeting oí the General 


Synod of the Church of Ireland a decision

had received the requisite two-thirds 


majority from the clerical members. On 
a division among the lay members, there 


were twenty-nine adverse against fifty- 
three favourable votes. This majority fell 
short of the statutory number, and, con- 
sequently, the proposal was defeated. Mr. 
Leonard pointed out that seventeen years 
had passed since the last revision of the 
Prayer Book. That revision had taken 
place almost immediately after the estab- 
lishment of the Irish Free State, and 
certain changes had been made in the 
forms of prayer in order to meet the 
altered condition of affairs in this country. 
In the meantime other constitutional 
changes of a ‘fundamental and far- 
reaching character” had been brought 
about, with the result that some of the 
State prayers had ceased to be entirely 
appropriate in one of the two Irish States. 
The Dean of Christ Church Cathedral 
pointed out that there was no intention to 
remove anything from the Prayer Book ; 
the proposal was to make additions in 
keeping with the new constitutional posi- 
tion in the twenty-six counties. We fail 
to see how any reasonable Irish church- 
man could object to this proposal. It was 
approved by the clergy, and its rejection 
was due to the unhappy failure of certain 
laymen to realise that the Ireland of 1941 
no longer is the Ireland of 1921. When 
the Free State was established, the Church 
of Ireland immediately gave the new 
Government its unqualified support. By 


its generous subscription to the first 
National Loan, it did much to create 


general confidence in the infant State ; and 
ever since that time Irish Protestants cf 
all denominations have been among the 
most Joyal citizens. 


We realise fully that the Church 
of Ireland recognises no border, 
and that, in point of fact the 


greater part of its population is to be 
found in the six counties. Anything that 
might tend to create a division among the 
members of the Church would be wholly 
deplorable, and we can understand the 
difficulties with which the General Synod 
was faced by Mr. Leonard’s proposal. On 
the other hand, those Churchmen whose 
lot has been cast in the twenty-six 
counties must be loyal to their own 
Constitution, even if they do not always 
approve of the policy of the Government 
in power. It is only right and proper 
that prayers should be offered for the 
President of Eire—who, at the moment, 
happens to be the son of a Church of 
Ireland clergyman. The proposed addi- 
tions to the Book of Common Prayer 
involve no sacrifice of principle or of 
belief on the part of anybody. They are 
calculated merely to bring the services of 
the Irish Church into line with the con- 
stitutional position as it is, and to deprive 
its critics of any excuse for the charge 
that members of the Church of Ireland 
are clinging desperately to memories of 
the ancien régime, having forgotten 
nothing and learned nothing during the 
last twenty years. The Church of Ireland 
is a national institution. Its Prayer Book 
makes adequate provision for existing con- 
ditions in Northern Ireland, and no loyal 
citizez of Eire would wish to have it 
otherwise. It makes no provision for 
actual conditions in Eire. Surely it not 
only is unreasonable, but un-Christian to 
object to prayers for Divine guidance for 
those who have been entrusted with the 
Government of the State in which the 
General Synod holds its annual meetings. 
As the Dean of Christ Church said yester- 
day, the more Churchmen may dislike the 
politics and policies of their temporal 
rulers, the more those rulers stand in need 
of their prayers. We regret very much— 
and we are convinced that our regret is 
shared by the vast majority of Protestants 
in Eire—that the proposal for additional 
prayers should have been defeated by the 
short-sighted recalcitrance of a mere hand- 
ful of laymen.

claim to represent Protestant opinion in 
this country, we deplore what we regard 


as a lamentable blunder.

Crete 


The course of events in Crete is not 
yet clear, but all the signs are that, fight- 
ing has gone in favour of the Germans 
within the past day or two. The British 
newspaper press is, to say the least oí it, 
gloomy, while the official British com- 
muniqués are, upon the whole, despondent 
in tone. From the beginning of the cam- 
paign, a week ago, there was no doubt 
that the German parachute and other air- 
borne troops had established a foothold 
in the western corner of the island, and 
were fighting to the uttermost of their 
power, in the sure hope that reinforce- 
mentg would arrive. The battle has con- 
tinued for more than a week. It has 
belied the German expectations, inasmuch 
as they almost certainly had hoped to 


establish their mastery over the entire 
island within a few days; but likewise the 
British appear to have been forced into 


most intense of the whole war. On land, 
on- sea and in the air the forces both of 
Great Britain and of Germany have been 
engaged—if the phrase may be employed 
—on hand-to-hand terms. German troop- 
carrying machines constantly are landing, 
or are seeking to land, fresh troops upon 
the mainland of Crete, while British 
fighters, from their remote bases in 
Egypt, are trying to intercept them, and 
simultaneously British bombing air- 
craft are wreaking all possible damage 
upon the Greek aerodromes from which 
the German troop-carriers make their 
start. Crete to-day must be the victim 
of every form of warfare—and of war- 
fare in its most severe form. Three of 
its towns are said to have been razed to 
the ground; and the whole island, which 
is a tiny area, must have been reduced 
by this time to a scarred battlefield. Yet, 
bad as may be the island’s condition, that 
of the waters surrounding it must be 
infinitely worse. The theoretical contest 
of “ air power versus sea power ” has been, 
and is being, given experimental form in 
the adjoining reaches of the Mediter- 
ranean, where the vessels of the Royal 
Navy are being assailed without cessation 
by the Luftwaffe’s bombers. It is known 
that quite a number of British ships— 
including two cruisers—hate been lost ; 
it is not known how many of the German 
aircraft have been brought down, but 
there must be many. The Germans may 
take Crete, but they will not take it 
without severe loss. 

It would be foolish to underestimate 
the importance of this battle of Crete. If 
the Germans are able to take the island, 
they will have done grievous harm to Great 
Britain’s hold upon the Mediterranean, 
and to her prestige in that quarter of the 
world. Herr Hitler—or Field-Marshal 
von Keitel, or whoever is the originating 
genius of the German strategy—is apply- 
ing to South-Eastern Europe and North- 
Eastern Africa the same ‘“ pincers move- 
ment ’’ which has proved itself so deadly 
in other regions. The Suez Canal is 
being approached from two angles. While 
the Panzer divisions are being held in the 
neighbourhood of Sollum, virtually on the 
border between Egypt and Libya, this 
secondary movement has been initiated to 
drive upon it from the north. Already 
the Germans can make all the use that 
they desire of the Syrian aerodromes, as 
a stepping-stone from Greece; but the 
“hop” from Greece to Syria, though 
practicable, is long, and they would be 
able to cut it virtually in half by the 
occupation of the island of Crete. Once 
in possession of Crete, they will be able 
to jump with comparative ease into Syria 
—and thence, via Palestine, into the Canal 
zone. All these possibilities are realised 
by the British, who are offering as gallant 
a resistance as they have offered at any 
stage of the war. It has become a race 
between the two sides; which can pro- 
duce the necessary reinforcements in the 
quicker time? Britain still commands’ the 
seas around Crete: she possesses consider- 
able armies in Egypt; can a sufficient 
portion of them be ferried across to Creté 
in time? Let it be admitted that Great 
Britain hitherto has proved a “dark 
horse ” not only in the Atlantic—as was 
proved by the rapidity with which she 
summoned a cordon of battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers and aircraft around 
the gallant, but ill-fated, Bismarck—but 
also in the Near. East—witness General 
Wavell’s surprise assault upon Marshai 
Graziani’s forces. The issue of the Cretan 
battle remains in doubt. 


Bachelors of Arts 


At a meeting of the Kildare County 
Council, Mr. P. Phelan proposed a 
motion that the Council should abolish 
their University Scholarship scheme. Up 
to the present the council has been award- 
ing three scholarships a year, but 
recently, according to Mr. T. Harris, the 
Chairman, some of the students who had 
obtained degrees failed to find work. Mr. 
Phelan believes that a good secondary 
education should be sufficient for the 
average boy. ‘‘ The country is flooded 
with B.A.s,’’ he said, and added that it 
was futile to send students to the Univer- 
sity for three or four years, only to have 
them thrown ‘‘on the scrap heap ” at the 
end of that time. There is much truth 
in what Mr. Phelan has said. In these 
times, when competition for work of any 
kind is so high, the four years spent 
within the precincts of a University 
might prove a liability rather than an 
asset. The boy who goes straight from 
secondary school to business has four 
years’ start on the University student, 
and whether the letters B.A. after one’s 
name would atone for the four years is a 
debatable point. Of course, there are 
some professions in which it is necessary 
to hold a degree, as, for example, the 
medical profession or teaching; but not 
everybody who passes through college can 
become either a doctor or a school teacher. 
The average student spends about four 
years at college, and during that time 
he learns a few things of practical worth, 
and a great many other things of cultural 
value, but of very little help in the earn- 
ing of bread and butter. The time spent 
in this way might be spent to much 
greater advantage in gaining a foothold 
in some occupation. In addition, while 
learning the business, the boy also would 
be earning money—even if it was only a 
small amount—instead of spending the 
large amount of money that a college 
education usually costs. There can be 
no doubt that, for most students, a large 
part of the time spent at University is 
time wasted from a strictly utilitarian 
point of view, and that is the only point 
of view which counts in the modern world. 
Employers no longer imagine that any- 
body who has spent three or four years 
of his life at college necessarily must be 
superior to anybody else: A thorough 
grounding in essentials, and a few years 
general study—including such subjects as 
Latin, Greek and trigonometry—should 
prove a sufficient basis of education for any 
of the ordinary walks of life. The student 
who is reasonably intelligent would not 
need anything further, and, for the rest, 
it is possible to spend four or five years at 
college and still know as little as the

FUTURE OF LIBERTY 
THE STATE'S POST-WAR ROLE 


‘* Liberty ” was the title of a paper read 
by Mr. J. R. Cross, at a general meeting of 
the University Philosophical Society in 
Trinity College, Dublin, last night. They 
should, he said, have freedom of speech, 
freedom of the Press, and freedom of associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Erskine Childers, T.D., said that the 
complexities of the post-war situation might 
almost completely eliminate financial liberty 
in its pre-war form. The State might have 
to buy and sell the nation’s produce, dictate 
the quality, method of production and choice 
of production, control the property, capital 
and external savings of the community. The 
power of the State would grow and grow, 
until, in an individualistic community, its 
effect might be paradoxical, in that initiative 
and general effort might be numbed. It 
was tremendously important, he added, for 
the people to understand the machine of 
State, and to lessen ‘the deadening effect of 
bureaucracy by the development, of voluntary 
vocationalism on a large scale. 

A atill greater problem lay in enabling 
nearly half-a-million ‘uliividnal producers to 
acquire knowledge of agricultural science— 
which was quite essential to the modern 
world—without a very great sacrifice of 
— liberty and economic freedom. 

emocratic Government might enable public 
criticism to remain in force, but democratic 
two-party Government could not by itself 
enable the people to control the State 
machine that was gradually diminishing their 
liberties. Liberty and individualism depended 
on whether the people would themselves 


understand the machine of State and direct 
its operation intelligently and with full 
knowledge.

HE United States National Industrial 
Conference Board has been examining 
the economic situation in has 
come to the conclusion that it will bo 
hard pressed to overcome deficiencies in 
foodstuffs and raw materials. Of the 
twenty nations existing in Europe before 
the war only seven, excluding Russia, 
were self-sufficient in food, and shortage 
of foodstuffs, raw textiles, fuel products, 
rubber, tobacco and fertilisers must be 
expected. Pre-war continental Europe 
used to take about two-fifths of the total 
exports of Argentina, Brazil and Egypt, a 
third of those of Chile, and a quarter of 
those of the Dutch East Indies, Great 
Britain, Costa Rica and the United States. 
Europe’s imports totalled about twenty- 
five per cent. of the world figure. That 
figure now must be very much lower. 


Captain Gammans 


Captain L. D. Gammans, who has been 
elected M.P. for Hornsey, will be a most 
useful addition to the House of Commons 
in view of his many qualifications. He 
has’an unusually wide and practical know- 
ledge of agricultural matters. He was 
responsible for the development of the 
Land Settlement Association, of which he 
became director seven years ago, and 
before that he had made an investigation 
into agricultural organisation in Europe, 
Canada, the United States and India.

A London correspondent writes :— 

Last week I went to the 173rd Exhibi- 
tion of the Royal Academy to see whether 
that august, but much criticised, institu- 
tion was carrying on as usual. Except 
for bags of sand and buckets of water, no 
change was apparent; the thousand or so 
exhibits contained, as they do each vear, 
some that were good, some definitely bad, 
and a great number which deserved to be 
commended for industry rather than art. 

Naturally, at such a time the war 
pictures attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion. Searchlights over London, aero- 
dromes at dawn, and the evacuation from 
Dunkirk were some of the subjects repre-

NTRODUCING a Vote of £500,000 
for Unemployment Relief schemes 
for the vision of employment 

(the total estimate is £1,000,000), Mr. 
HUGO FLINN, ey . 
iasg to the De ent of ance, 
said that during the last financial year 
a sum of £1,212,503 had been spent 
under this head. During the present 
financial year they estima that 
£1,236,500 would be available for re- 
lief schemes. The contribution from 
Local Authorities would be £236,500, 
“Cr with £334,877 last year. 
The money was being allocated 
ag follows:—Public Health works, 
£150,000; rural and urban employment 
schemes, £649,000; housing site deve-. 
lopment works, £50,000; Department of 
gee and the supply of seeds, 
,800; minor employment schemes, 
including minor marine works and peat 
development schemes, £155,000; tur- 
bary development and miscellaneous 
schemes, £99,000. The need for em- 
barking on emergency schemes made it 
necessary to switch moneys from one 
purpose to another. Fourteen turbary 
areas are being taken over and deve- 
sy and for the preliminary work 
900 was being set aside, £131,000 
to be available in the first three years. 
The Vote had been redeced. by 
£400,000 as compared with last year. 


ESTIMATE TOO SMALL 


Mr. MORRISSEY (F.G., Tipperary) 
said that the justification of the cut- 
ting down Ly one-third of the amount 
available for employment — schemes 
could not be attempted by the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary. It was completely 
unjustified in a year when all the em-

he estimate was £500,000 less than 
last year. Were they to go on paying 
unemployment assistance while there 
was work to be done in the country ! 
Last year £500,000 had been turned 
back from the estimate into the Central 
Fund, and the Government had been 
able to provide an average of 15 weeks’ 
work in the year to 60,000 or 70,000 
men, 

Aldermau R. CORISH (Lab., Wex- 
ford) said the vote would not lead any- 
one to believe the Government was in 
earnest.

FUEL FOR WINTER 


Mr W."DAViN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) 
said that the Ministry had no plan for 
the solution of unemployment. How 
many minor relief schemes, approved 
as being useful and necessary, had 
been rejected because the requisite 
number of registered unemployed did 
not reside in the immediate vicinity. 
His trouble was to find out what 
Parliamentary head of Department 
was responsible for the provision of 
fuel for the people during the coming 
winter.

‘ PROBLEM 


Mr. FLINN, replying, said that no 
mah was more anxious to find works 
within the ambit of the vote than he 
was. The available works in the 
“black areas” of the West of Ire- 
land were rapidly being exhausted, and 
it was becoming necessary to transfer 
men very considerable distances to 
work. In practice it had been found 
that unless they were prepared to go 
in for large schemes of temporary 
transport and.erect huts for workers 
they were confined to works within a 
comparatively small radius. i 

ile people would temporaril 
migrate from the West to Scotland, 
where they could earn large amounts 
of money in a short go of time, 
they were not willing migrate to 
different districts in their own coun- 
try, where there had not been the 
same ‘inducement of high piece-work 
rates, Now, however, they were in 
a position to offgr piece-work rates even 
higher than had Been earned in Scotland. 
At the present time they had on the 
bogs the biggest unsatisfied! demand 
for rural workers ever known in 
the history of the country. Were they 
expected to bring the bogs to the 
workers? They were not getting the 
response they would expect from their 
knowledge of the unemployment posi- 
tion. Some of his expert staff were in- 
vestigating the matter, because it would 
be very necessary to know how many 
more men would be available next year. 
At present some 16,000 men were em- 
mé on bogs by County Surveyors, 
and every County Surveyor in the 
country was crying out for men. When 
the necessary information had been ob- 
tained they would have to face up to 
the responsibility that might follow. 


PRAISE FOR ARMY 


If he had unlimited funds at his dis- 
rn the problems of transport and 
1utments would be simple, but he had 
to see that, the largest possible propor- 
tion of the money under the vote went 
to the people for whom it was in- 
tended. The fuel problem was so great, 
however, that he had to face the fact 
that he might have to put 10,000—or 
even 50,000—men at aa on the bogs 
and build temporary hutments for 
them. It had been said that the mili- 
tary should he turned on the work. 
There were 960 men in the No. 1 Con- 
struction Corps. One section was at 
work on the bogs, another in Galway, 
a third in building a railway at 
Clonsast Bog, and a fourth had been 
moved into position. In addition, the 
Minister for Defence had put at the 
disposal of this national necessity, to 
the fullest degree possible, the regular 
Army, and these were turning dut in 
all sorts of places, and were doing ex- 
cellent work cutting turf requirements 
lor the Army. The highest possible 
credit was due to the Army—they were 
showing themselves a two-fisted army, 
working not only for the defence of the 
State, but in producing the national 
requirements. 

A little moment of enthusiasm might 
be permitted to them all to express 
apprecation of the Army’s work. 
he vote was carried. 


PROTEST AGAINST 
DELAY

He considered it more 
important than ever before that the 
Agricultural Commission should meet 
this year. 
A vote of £9,053 in respect of Com- 
missions and Special Inquiries was 
agreed to. 
The House passed an estimate of 
£97,158 in respect of the salaries and 
expenses of the Office of Public Works, 
and an estimate of £1,145,615 in respect 
of Public Buildings, the maintenance 
of public works and parks, and the 
execution and maintenance of drainage 
works. 
An estimate for £3,950 for expenses 
in connection with Haulbowline Dock- 
yard was passed.

Mr. William Dwyer, mana ing 
director, Sunbeam Wo ay, Cosk, ha 
been added as a third director, with 
Mr. A. P. Reynolds and himself, of 
the parent company in Dublin of the 
Guild of Goodwill, Mr. W. E. Wylie, 
K.C., stated last night, when he 
addressed a large public meeting in 
the City Hall, Cork, at which the Lord 
Mayor, Alderman W. Desmond, and a 
number of maps 1 attended. 

Explaining w be had launched thie 
movement, ‘Mr. ylie said that they 
wanted to start a form of self-help, 
which would not hinder or obstruct, 
but rather assist, the Government. It 
would prove very valuable in a time 
of crisis to have business men running 
non-profit companies, whose endeavour 
would be to create employment, pro- 
vide food and fuel, and promote good- 
will and self-sacrifice. It was hoped, 
he said, to make fifty thousand tons“of 
turf available for Dublin. Thanks to the 
energy of one citizen, they had already 
over two hundred men cutting turf for 
Cork, and the directors of the local 
company formed were the best business 
men in Cork. Announ amidst 
applause the appointment of Mr. Dwyer 
as a director, Mr. Wylie said that 
Mr. Dwyer hoped before long to have 
one thousand men employed and many 
thousands of tons of turf available. 
The builders of Cork were urged by 
Mr. Wylie to start a public utility 
scheme to build working-class houses 
for ready sale, and he promised that 
the Guild would provide £10,000 ae 
tal for such a Pr. Mr. Reynol 8, 
Mr. Dwyer and himself had discussed 
that project and believed there was an 
opportunity to provide houses for 
people who wanted them. Already 
£40,000 had been subscribed to the 
Guild, but it was not half or quarter 
what they had in view. He would like 
to see £400,000 subscribed. Appealing 
to Labour to support the Guild, he 
hoped there Sir be no strike for 
higher than ordinary wae, rates where 
schemes were started. e advocated 
devising a scheme to enable farmers to 
employ more labour and to ensure 
them better prices. Concluding, he 
said that he had asked the Lord Mayor 
that there should be no other speeches 
on that occasion.

The playgrounds now had developed 
into a large number and were fully 
organised and equipped, looking after 
2,000 children during their leisure hours. 
He said that the Dublin Corporation 
had given every encouragement to the 
Institute. The cultural section, he 
said, was having a great influence on 
the children who attended the play- 
a and next year it was hoped to 
develop the cultural activities still 
further, Play-leaders in the city play- 
grounds were in a suitable position to 
recommend young people with whom 
they had been in contact for positions 
in factories. 

It was the conviction of the Institute 
that some form of civics should be 
taught in the schools. Children should 
be made conscious of the place in which 
they live, and should be taught to 
co-operate with others. 

Mr. Padraig O Chaoimh, seconding 
the adoption of the report proposed by 
Mr. Ruttledge, congratulated the Insti- 
tute on the fact that they were co- 


operating with the Comh-Comhairle in 
encouraging the use of the Irish 
language on the playgrounds. The 


Broadstone playground had been allo- 
cated to them on one afternoon in the 
week, where they encouraged the use 
of Irish in games and songs, with the 
co-operation of the play-leader.

HOW THE SCHEME WILL 
OPERATE 


HE Dublin Hospitals’ Bureau will 
ia come into operation on June órd, 
it is officially announced, The 
hours wil' be from 7 a.m. until 11 p.m. 
until July lst next, when a twenty- 
four-hour service will be instituted. 
The offices of the Bureau are at 52 
Upper Mount street, Dublin, and the 
tele hone numbers are 63941 and 
2. 

According to the regulations govern- 
ing the Bureau, each _ participating 
hospital must keep records of the beds 
which are vacant and available for 
patients in such a form as can be 
readily furnished to the Bureau. Upon 
application being made to it by 
a medical practitioner 'or other 
interested person,” the Bureau will 
secure the admission of a patient 
requiring hospital treatment to a par- 
ticipating hospital, either by makin 
application directly to the hospital an 
reserving accommodation or by giving 
information of the accommodation in 
the hospitals. 

In taking these steps, the Bureau 
will have regard to any preference for 
accommodation in a particular hospital 
expressed by the patient; or in the 
case of a child, by its parents or legal 
guardians; or in default of an such 
preference being expressed, then by the 
medical attendant, ‘‘ The Bureau shall 
not, except in case of sudden 
emergency,” make application directly 
to a participating hospital unless it is 
satisfied by the statement, either oral 
or written, of a medical practitioner 
that such patient is a person requiring 
hospital treatment. 


CASE OF RESERVED 
ACCOMMODATION
